The  West  Shore  R.  R.  Depot  is  at  the  foot  of  42d  Street,  from 
whence  street  cars  run  direct  to  the  Hotel. 

The  Long  Island  R.  R.  Depot  is  at  the  foot  of  34th  Street,  only 
ten  minutes'  ride  from  the  Hotel  by  the  street  cars. 

The  Pennsylvania  Depot  at  the  foot  of  W.  23d  Street,  can  be 
reached  by  surface  cars  in  fifteen  minutes.
